Tbe nests conalyt 
of shallow, cup nhaped cavities, trun¬ 
cated at one aide, where they are at¬ 
tached to tbe rocks like brackets to a 
wall, and forming something like _* 
two-thirds segment of a circle. It Is 
not always easy to get at them, aa 
they are sometimes glued to the per¬ 
pendicular aides of tbe solid rocks high 
overhead, so that tbe nest hunters hare 
to scale these crags with ropes and 
l»le# to get at them. In substance- 
they consist of an elastic, semitrans¬ 
parent, mucilaginous material, which la 
said to' be a secretion, or macerated 
food, from tbe crops of tbs birds them¬ 
selves. 

“As robbing these neats for commer¬ 
cial purposes forma a part of the Dy¬ 
aks' means of .livelihood, tbs birds 
have frequently to build twice or even 
three times during tbe season before 
they are able to batch tbelr offspring, 
and it is noted that each successive 
crop of neats deteriorates In both con¬ 
struction and composition. Tbe nests 
built at tbe beginning of tbe s eason 
are bright and transparent and are 
consequently known on tbe market as 
'white nests.' but when they sre rob¬ 
bed tbe next crop is not nesrly so 
pure In substance."
